trical disturbances 
made to imi- 


tate city noises 
And they grew 


10 per cent faster. So the rats 
that lived 
quietly grew bigger 


than the rats that lived in a 
racket 


Dr. Laird draws a parallel be- 


tween these two sets of rats, arti- 
ficially brought up under city con- 
ditions and country conditions, 
and children 
brought up in the 


city and country. 
The country 


children, he observes, grow larger 
than the city children.
